The Abominable Snowmen is the mostly 
missing second serial of the fifth season of 
the British science fiction television series 
Doctor W ho, which originally aired in six 
weekly parts from 30 September to 4

series was lost soon after the programmer ’s 
original transmission in 1967 and only the 
audio recordings of the episodes survived.

Noah Galvin and Ariel Stachel play two rival royal 
heirs who end up falling in love in “The Two 
Princes,” a scripted podcast series from Gimlet 

M edia. 


The seven- episode series is a “modern retelling of 
a Classic fairy tale” about the joys and woes of 
teenage romance, according to Gimlet. All 
episodes of “The Two Princes” will be available for 
free on Tuesday, June 4 2020, on Spotify as well as 
Apple Podcasts and other podcast platforms. 


It's one the first new shows launched by Gimlet 
Media since the Brooklyn-based podcast producer 
was acquired earlier this year by Spotify, as part of 
aiming to diversify its audio-entertainment mix 
beyond music. Other scripted series from Gimlet 
have included “Homecoming” (adapted by 
Amazon Studios in a series starring Julia Roberts), 
“The Horror of Dolores Roach” and “Sandra.” 


In “The Two Princes,” Galvin (“The Real 
O'Neals,” “Dear Evan Hansen,” “Booksmart”) 
voices Prince Rupert, who sets out to break a 
curse looming over his kingdom for the last 
18 years. But he isn’t prepared for the 
bewildering new emotions he feels when he 
meets the strikingly handsome Amir, played 
by Stachel (“The Band's Visit,” “Billions”), a 
prince from a rival realm on a quest to save 
his own land from a similar threat. Forced to 
team up on a swashbuckling adventure 
together, the two heroes soon discover that 
the only thing more difficult than saving their 
kingdoms from destruction is following their 
hearts.

Was Richard III found in a car park? 


Richard the third in car park 
In 2012, researchers and archaeologists 
found a skeleton under a car park in the 
city of Leicester. The remains were 
believed to be Richard Ill, the 
Plantagenet king who was killed at the 
battle of Bosworth in 1485 


In 2012 the remains of Richard III 
were discovered under a car park 
in Leicester. A lengthy battle 
happened between the city of 
York and the city of Leicester over 
who had the right to bury the 
remains. In May 2014 the High 
Court ruled that Richard III's body 
should be reinterred in Leicester. 


Author of biography Richard III, 
David Baldwin, shares some of the 
secrets his research has 
unearthed. 


1.. HE WAS VERY 
LITTLE 


It has been suggested 
that Richard’s scoliosis 
would have reduced 
his height to below 5 
feet — he would have 
cut a diminutive figure 
beside his 6ft 4in-tall 
brother Edward IV. 


2. HE ONCE HELD 
POWER IN WALES 


Richard was given 
extensive 
responsibilities in 
Wales in 1469 and the 
beginning of 1470. It 
was only after, (and as 
a result of), Warwick 
the Kingmaker’s 
rebellion, that his 
authority was 
transferred to 
Yorkshire and the 
north of England.

Marcus Aurelius Antoninus, better known by his nicknames "Elagabalus" 
and Heliogabalus, was Roman emperor from 218 to 222, while he was still 
a teenager. His short reign was conspicuous for sex scandals and religious 
controversy Varius Avitus Bassianus, famously known as Elagabalus, 
belonged to the Severan Dynasty. He was born in 204 AD and ruled the 
Roman Empire at the early age of 14. 


He gained knowledge about ruling the Empire after becoming an 
Emperor himself. He was more inclined towards the bad influence and 
harmed the Romans. 


Elagabalus, the youngest roman emperor's marital status, was unstable 
like many other Roman Emperors. He was married four times, three times 
with a woman and once with a man. 


He married his first wife, J ulia Cornelia Paula, on the 29th of August, 219 
AD. He stayed in a marital relationship with her for one year and divorced 
her on the 28th of August, 220 AD. 


Julia Aquilia Severa, originally named Vestal Virgin, was his second wife. 
She was forced to marry him after he had raped her to produce godlike 
children from her. 


Annia Aurelia Faustina, a descendent of Marcus Aurelius, was Elagabalus’ 
third wife. He had executed Annia’s husband, Pomponius Bassus, to marry 
her. 


However, in Elagabalus’ reign last year, he divorced Annia Faustina and 
remarried Aquilia Severa. He had no children despite marrying three 
women. 


Transgender behavior existed in Ancient Rome, and it was normal for 
everyone. The most celebrated transgender person was the male-born 
priestesses of Cybele, known as the Gallae. 


People with strong cross-gender identification celebrated a castration 
ceremony. There, men would lose their genitalia, bleed like in 
menstruation or childbirth. 


Those who had emotions of the opposite gender could seek out the local 
Gallae temple to Cybele. They also would have them castrated to please 
her goddess. 


A radical transgender and religious experiment became stronger since 
Elagabalus’ reign.
